Motion by Mr, Hubbard, seconded by Mr, Hacock, that the ap-
plication of Culberson County for additional Federal Aid on Higlway
Number Twelve be granted, not to exceed the sum of $6,815.39, meking
a total of Federal Aid granted on said project not to exceed the sum

~of $29,316.39, Motion carried.

Motion by My, Hubbard, seconded by Mr, Hancock, that the follow
ing resolution be adopted:~ ‘

"VHEREAS Culberson County has herstofore been granted State Aid
on forty miles of highway as per plans on file in this Office, on
Highway Number One in said county; and

"WHEREAS, the highway laws limit the Highway Depariment to the
onstruction of ten miles of road in any one county in any one year;

"DPHEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the allotiment of State Aid fox
Culbersan County be limi ted for the year 1918 so that the aggregate
amount of roal construction under contract by the Highway Commission
in said Culbperson County for the year 1918 shall not exceed more than
ten miles, and that the Aid heretofore attempted to be granted cover-
ing more then ten miles of construction, be suspended until the year
1919, when the same shall them become available," -

Motion carried.

Motion by Mr. Hubbard, seconded by Mr, Hancock, that the fol-
lowing resolution be adopted:

"RESOLVED by the State Highway Commisgsion that the provision in

‘the plans for higlway comstruction Number Four, requiring a page of

autographic photogrephs of the commissioners and engineer in charge
of the work, be hereafter construed as optional with the Commission-
ers Court, and that said requirement be not construed as mandatory
and a prerequisite for approval of plans by the State Highway
Enginesr," Motion carried,

Motion by Mr. Hubbard, seconded by Mr, Hancock, that the appli-
cation of Bl Paso County for a further designation of Highway Number
Ong, beginning at a point eight miles nor th west of El Paso on High-
way Number One and running west to the New lMexico line, be desig-
nated as the Califormia Branch of the said Highway Number One.
